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Other: In addition to the matters discussed in the attached Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment, the proposed amendment raises several 
other issues. 

Proposed claim 20, formed by adding the limitations of previous claim 1 to previous claim 20 includes two periods; each claim must have 
only one. Additionally, the language of proposed claim 20 requires further amendment in order to read smoothly and be definite under 35 
U.S.C 112, second paragraph. In the interest of expediting prosecution, it is recommended that the language beginning with "scatterers" in 
step (e) and ending with "skyline contours," be amended to read as follows: 

-scatterers; and 

(f) resolving elevation ambiguity by: 
determining skyline contours,- 

Proposed claims 65-67 have been amended such that they depend on an "Apparatus according to claim 20", however claim 20 is drawn to 
a method, not an apparatus. 

It is also recommended that in step "a)" (line 4) of claim 36, the word "determine" be changed to -determining- in order to be consistent 
with the rest of the claim.
